OF VICTIMS, 56 WERE CHILDREN 


While Search for Man Who Cried Fire 
Is Being Made, a Large Relief 


Fund for the Survivors Is 


Being Collected. 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 26.—Seventy- 
two persons, mostly children, were 


killed Wednesday night at a Christ­ 
mas celebration by copper mine strik­ 
ers is Italian hall, because of a need­ 
less panic caused by a false alarm of 
fire. 
While 300 miners and their wives 
looked 
on, 
as 
scores of children 
passed eagerly towards the stage to 
receive Christmas presents, 
a 
man 
stuck his head in at the door of the 
hall and yelled “Fire!” 
The alarm was at once taken lip 
by those in the hall, 700 in all. Every 
one started for the doors . The c”ush

In a few’ minutes the stairway and 
other avenues of egress were blocked 
=?o effectually that those inside could 
not get out and those without could 
not get in to aid the maimed and re­ 
move the dead.

When the crush began a woman 
went to the piano and began playing, 
b o th e r woman stood in the center 
if the stare on which th© Christmas 
Tee had been erected and started to 
singing.

Answer.—It is proper to use the ex­ 
pression “holy sjdilt” when performing 
symbolic immersion; first, because the 
Lord so instructed His disciples; sec­ 
ond, because it is the holy influence 
and representative of Hie Father and 
the Son in directing the Church into 
all truth. 
The holy Spirit also repre­ 
sents the anointing which came upon 
the Lord at His baptism, and into 
which all the members of the body 
(church) are immersed when they are 
united to the Head. 
The different 
Greek pronouns used in reference to 
the Comforter, the spirit of truth, “lie.* 
“himself," “him." might he. and are 
in other connections, translated she, it. 
herself, itself or her. 
The word ren­ 
dered “himself" (Greek, hcauton) is 
translated “itself" nine times in our 
common version English Bible. 
The 
word rendered “he" (Greek, ckcinos) is 
uore frequently rendered “that" and 
•those" and is once rendered “it"—"I 
(Id not say that he shall pray for if.’’— 
I John 5:10. 
As the holy spirit is an 
Influence from God. and since God is 
always referred to as masculine, it is 
proper in the Greek to refer to it by a 
masculine pronoun; hut not so in Eng 
lish. where inanimate subjects (infill 
ence, etc.) are not personified.

blossom as the rose" (Isaiah 35:1). Is 
this text to be taken literally; if not, 
what does it mean? 
(M. W ) 
Answer.—This prophecy is having a 
literal fulfillment now’ in our W estern 
States.

(John 11:43.) 
(C. S.) 
Answer.—We have the Lord’s word 
for It that Lazarus was not in heaven, 
fur h<^ sa id. “No man hath ascended up 
to heaven." 
Indirectly we have the 
Apostle P eters testimony also to the 
same effect, for. speaking of the ITopb 
et David, he declares, “David has not 
ascended into the heavens." 
(Acts 
2:34.) W hat account did Lazarus give 
of himself? Not a word is written on 
the subject. 
He had no account to 
erive o f himself; he was nowhere, he 
w’as dead. 
Our Lord lifted His eyes 
ii addressing the Father in heaven. 
but afterward, when Ile si>oke to Luz 
anis. He addressed the tomb, “Laza 
ms. come forth," and the dead came 
forth from the tomb. This Is a picture. 
a demonstration, of the power of the 
Lord to testify in advance of how He 
eventually will be the resurrection 
power to the whole world. 
And He 
himself describing that coming ever 
cise of power represented it in the 
same general tenor, saying, “Marvel 
not at this: the hour is coming iii the* 
which all that are in their graves shall 
hear his voice aud shall come forth" 
(John 5:28), some to full perfection in 
the First Resurrection, tile remaiudei 
to be merely awakened as was Laz­ 
arus, but. unlike him. to be then grant­ 
ed an opportunity for anastasis, raising 
up completely out of sin and death 
conditions to the full perfection of he 
man nature~a resurrection by judg­ 
ments or disciplines, 
rewards and 
stripes. 


Q.—Since God had created man in 
His own image and likeness, how do 
we harmonize the statement in Genesis 
5:11, “The earth was corrupt before 
God and the earth was filled with vio­ 
lence"? 
(A. U. T.) 
Answer. — The answer Scripturally 
given is that the sin of disobedience 
was tile start and that the blemish ex­ 
tended to all of Adam’s race, of whom 
it is declared that they “were born iii 
sin aud shapen iii Iniquity." 
(Psalm 
.11:5.) 
But more than this, the record 
Is that the violence caused by human 
deflection was accentuated from an 
outside source—the angels, the "sons 
of God," who. singing together in the 
morning of creation, had been given a 
supervisory work to do In respect to 
mankind. But the example of sin and 
degradation proved to be contagious, 
so that, as the Apostles Peter and Judo 
describe, some of those angels left, 
abandoned, their first estate—their an­ 
gelic estate—and assuming human or­ 
ganizations, which they had been priv­ 
ileged to do for the purpose of benefit­ 
ing and assisting mankind, they mis­ 
used those bodies and preferred to be 
men rather than to be angels, and, as 
the account in Genesis 0:1-5 shows, 
th<*<e angels in their assumed human 
bodies had improper intercourse with 
in inanity.—2 Peter 2:4; Jade 0. Those 
“sons of God" saw the daughters of 
men that they were fair, and took them 
wives of all that they chose. 
As a re­ 
sult giants were born to them, “mighty 
men", “men of renown." The intima­ 
tion is that these of illegitimate birth— 
contrary to the divine arrangement and 
arder—were far superior to the race 
Df Adam, which by that time, centuries 
after the fall, were considerably de­ 
graded. 
The race of Adam were not 
matches at all for these giants and re­ 
nowned ones, who both intellectually 
md physically were their superiors and 
ruled ruthlessly aud filled the earth 
with violence. 
How widespread was 
^bis corruption of the race by improper 
intercourse with the sons of God is 
shown by tw’o statements: first. “All 
flesh had corrupted his way" and again, 
‘Noah only have I found perfect," not 
corrupted by these improper practices.

26.—Seventy- J 
two persons, mostly children, were ' 
killed Wednesday night at a Christ-' 
mas celebration by copper mine strik­ 
ers is Italian ball, because of a need­ 
less panic caused by a false alarm of 
fire. 
While 300 miners and their wives 
looked 
on, 
as 
scores of children 
passed eagerly towards the stage to 
receive Christmas presents, 
a 
man 
stuck his head in at the door of the 
hall and yelled “Fire!’* 
The alarm w*as at once taken lip 
by those in the hall, 700 in all. Every 
one started for the doors . The crush 
prevented 
movement. 
The 
weaker 
were thrown to the floor asd tram­ 
pled by those behind. 
In a few minutes the stairway and 
other avenues of egress w*ere blocked 
so effectually that those inside could 
not get out and those without could 
not gc t in to aid the maimed and re­ 
move the dead. Of the victims, fifty- 
six were children. 
When the crush began a woman 
went to the piano and began playing. 
Another woman stood in the center 
of the stage on which the Christmas 
tree had been erected and started to 
singing. 
Their efforts to quell the 
panic were futile, as they were not 
heard above the tumult. 
Search Begun for Fiend. 
A search was begun for the man 
who caused the panic. 
Some of the 
strikers asserted that they had rea­ 
son to believe that the man was a 
member of the Citizens* Alliance, re­ 
cently organized to restore law* and 
order in the mining field during the 
strike, which began 
several 
weeks 
ago. 
This charge was quickly denied by 
Alliance members, hundreds of whom 
were early on the scene, aiding in the 
removal of bodies and caring for the 
injured and bereaved. 
It was said by those near the door 
that tile man cam e up the stairs from 
a saloon below. It was said by some 
that he may have been in a maudlin 
condition and shouted the word with­ 
out any thought as to what he was 
doing. 
Many in the crowd about the hall 
after the disaster swore vengeance if 
the man could be found. It also w*as 
feared the distraught 
condition 
of 
mind under which many persons la­ 
bored as a result of the catastrophe 
might renew open hostility between 
members of the Miners* Union and 
‘he Citizens* Alliance. 
Strike Leader Wires Wilson. 
President Mover, of the 
Western 
Federation of Miners, said: 
/‘I have 
wired 
President Wilson, 
Governor Ferris, Secretary of Labor 
\\ ilson and Secretary Morrison, 
of 
the American Federation of Labor, ac­ 
quainting them with the 
details of 
the disaster, and urging immediate 
national and state investigation into 
the cause. My information is to the 
effect that no striker or any one in 
sympathy with 
the 
strike 
caused 
this catastrophe. 
“A public meeting of citizens has 
been callop to take relief measures, 
but I wish to say that the Western 
Federation of Miners will bury its 
own dead and that the American la­ 
bor movement will take care of the 
relatives of the deceased. 
No aid
